1. flew over South 
China along the borders of North Vietnam, Laos, and Burma. Since 
readout is not yet available, it is not known how many targets were 
covered. 

2. No BLUE SPRINGS or satellite missions flew over 
South China. 

3. The attached map shows the current 31 priority targets 
and 78 other targets. Black arrows show targets covered since 

10 August. 

4. Laos. Coverage by Mission C485C of targets in 
South China pertinent to Laos (Tab A of USIB-D-41. 14/259; 
COMOR-D-25/ 183) has not yet been read out. 

No TROJAN HORSE coverage of targets in Laos near the 
China border was obtained.
